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.  I  have  to  submit  a  report  for  year  ending 
3 1st  December,  19 4 Z  which  is  substantially  the  same  as  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  general  health  both  of  the  child  and  the 
adult  populations  is  still  being  maintained,  and  epidemics 
and  deficiency  diseases  are  not  conspicuous. 

Our  population  has  fallen  somewhat  owing  to 
dispersal  of  many  of  -our  evacuees. 


There  have  been  the  usual  small  epidemics  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  but  two  cases  of  diphtheria  only 
have  occurred  during  the  year. 

,  A  few  cases  of  catarrhal  epidemic  jaundice  have 

occurred,  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  in  touch  with  the  practitioners  in  case  of  any 
bad  epidemic  occurring,  and  will  send  out  a  team  of  invest¬ 
igators  to  collaborate  in  trying  to  find  the  source* 

A  small  epidemic  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred 
amongst  pupils  in  a  local  boarding  school  during  March,  1942. 
There  were  13  cases  in  boys,  all  of  about  the  same  age  and 
class.  Investigations  of  patients  and  of  food  and  milk: 
supply  etc.,  were  made  but  the  source  was  not  discovered*  All 
cases  were  examined  and  follov/ed  up  and  it  is  believed  that 
no  carrier  was  loft  after  recovery  in  any  of  the  cases.  There 
has  been  no  further  outbreak  anywhere  notified. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  of  gland  and  bone  and 
joint  tubercle  this  year,  but  the  number  of  cases  of  lung 
tubercle  is  less  than  last  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  receiving 
the  attention  of  all  practitioners  in  the  area  during  the 
year  and  the  percentages  are  high  of  cases  immunised.  It 
is  desirable  that  all  publicity  should  still  be  given  to  this 
campaign  and  our  target  should  be  lOO^o. 

I  think  we  have  passed  another  milestone  on  the 
road  to  victory  without  serious  casualty  and  hope  that  God's  * 
good  providence  will  continue  with  us  during  the  years  of 
stress,  still  perhaps  to  come.
